CITY IS TOLD 
RELIEF SCALE 
T00 GENEROUS 


Government Claims Allow- 
ances Too High—$71 


Maximum Proposed 


City eouncil will be required to 
consider relief allowances paid by 
Fdmonton as a result of the stand 
taken by the provincial govern- 
ment that the city’s unemploy- 
ment relief scale is too high, 
Mayor John W. Fry _ reported 
Thursday. Maximum allowance 
paid by the city at the present 
time is $80 a month for any fa- 
mily; the provincial government 
is suggesting that Alberta cities 
fix $71 as the maximum, follow- 
ing the recent conference between 
mayors and provincial authorities. 
“The government has persistently 
claimed that our scale of allow- 
ances is too high,” the mayor de- 
clared, “They tell us this is one of 
the reasons why Alberta is not get- 
ting a better deal from the federal 

government on relief grants. 
COUNCIL ACTION 


“However, this is a matter for 
city council to settle and the ques- 
tion will be referred to aldermen 
for their consideration. No action 
to revise the present scale paid 
by Edmonton will be taken until 
council has reached a decision.” 

Referring to a report that Cal- 
gary and Lethbridge had agreed 


to set $71 a month as the maximum | 


amount of relief to be paid any 
family in those cities, Mayor Fry 
said Edmonton had not yet agreed 
to accept this figure. “The max- 
imum of $71 was discussed at the 


conference between Alberta mayors | 


and government representatives, 


but I certainly did not give the 
province any understanding that 
Edmonton would reduce its scale 


to this figure,” he stated. 


OTHER CITIES 


“I understand the Calgary coun- 
eil has fixed $71 as the maximum, 
and that this figure is also satis- 
factory to Lethbridge. Edmonton's 
council has not taken this action, 
and I was not empowered to accept 
the proposal at the conference.”

TARIFF BOARD

OTTAWA, Feb. 3—The tariff 
board Wednesday refused to 
order the Imperial Oil Company 
to make public figures on the 
coat a gallon of gasoline produced 
at the company's Sarnia refinery.

MORE PIRACY 
The submarine pirates have started business 
in the Mediterranean again, sinking a British 
freighter and drowning ten members of the crew 


and passengers, the latter including a Swedish 
officer engaged in supervising the working of the 
non-intervention agreement. The ship, it is 
stated, was twenty miles off the route “indicated” 
for merchant vessels under the international 
patrol arrangement. If the patrol is concerned 
only in the safety of ships keeping to the 
“indicated” routes, the dead captain is respons- 
ible for having ventured out of the safety zone, 
though “recognized” safety zones around an area 
of “unrecognized” belligerency would be some- 
thing new and peculiar. The contrary is 
suggested by Mr. Alfred Duff Cooper, first lord 
of the British Admiralty, who says “anti-piracy 
patrol had been reduced within the last few 
weeks.” That is the more likely explanation of 
the outrage, and the inference is strengthened 
by the following sentence in the statement, “We 
are-taking steps to increase our patrol at once.” 

The question of course is: Who owns the pirate 
submarine? Mr. Anthony Eden proposes to find 
out, and called the French and Italian ambassa- 
dors at London into conference on the subject. 
The Spanish ambassador is confident the U-boat 
does not belong to the Insurgents, because they 
haven't any excepting two which were presented 
to them or sold to them or loaned to them by 
Italy in contravention of the non-intervention 
agreement. In that event the meetings of the 
ambassadors should be interesting, to the point 
of being embarrassing for one of the three. That 
these will result in disclosure of the ownership 
of the craft does not seem at all probable. 
Mussolini has done some daring things, but his 
spokesman is hardly likely to proclaim to the 
world that he has “ratted” the agreement. Unless 
by singular good fortune the pirate is caught on 
the surface and identified, its ownership will 
probably never be known. 

The plain meaning of the affair is that ship- 
ping in waters around Spain must depend for 
safety upon the presence and activity of British 
and French warships in those areas,

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Current Comment 


WORLD AUDIENCES 

The world is full of people wanting to tell 
other people things and trying to find new ways 
of arresting their attention. The earliest and 
most natural instrument for that purpose was 
the voice. 

The world has travelled far since the days 
when Aristotle set the limits for his ideal city- 
state by stipulating that it should be of such a 
size that all its citizens assembled in public 
meetings could hear the words of a single orator. 
It has travelled far, but it has travelled strangely 
enough full circle, With the invention of wireless 
diffusion the human voice has come once more 
into its own, The audience capable of hearing the 
words of a single orator is numbered today by 
tens of millions, scattered over every inhabited 
land in two hemispheres. 

It is to such audiences that King George or 
President Roosevelt or Herr Hitler speaks. It has 
been suggesied not without at least some show 
of reason, that it is modern invention which, by 
multiplying the speaker's voice as he faces an 
audience of hundreds of thousands and trans- 
mitting it to millions more of unseen hearers, has 
made dictatorship possible. 

Ancillary to that is the cinema, which, adding 
sight to sound, makes the features and almost 
the personality, of leading statesmen familiar to 
every voter. Today the ear and the eye of the 
public are assailed at every turn by skilfully 
directed streams of ideas, emanating from in- 
terested or disinterested sources, based often on 
statements whose falsity is patent to the in- 
structed but undiscoverable by the many. Such 
dissemination of ideas and facts may be the sal- 
vatitn or destruction of democracy, but it can 
work for salvation only if behind the ideas, 
which are necessarily controversial, lies a solid 
back-ground of established and undisputed fact. 
—The Spectator, London, 


THE BUSINESS TREND 


In the first review of the New Year, it is 
appropriate to compare the record of the past 
twelve rmonths with that of preceding years. At 
this time such an annual survey makes favorable 
reading. The national income was substantially 
larger in 1937 than in 1936 and most industries 
and areas, with the notable exception of wheat 
in Saskatchewan, shared in the improvement. 
Annual figures, however, may have the effect 
of obscuring the developments of particular 
months and may thus give little indication of 
the current position and immediate outlook for 
At this time the recent monthly 
show some evidence of a slackening in 
omic activity, while the outlook generally is 
over-shadowed by the recession in the United 
States and by the world-wide decline in the 
prices of raw materials.

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Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 
Occasionally we hear of someone who recov- 
ers his health through making a change in 
climate. When such a change provides better 
results than treatment at home it is interesting 
to inquire as to why the patient got well fastet 
in one place than in another. . 


From the mental side, a change in climate 
may help the patient simply because he has 
received a strong suggestion that he is going to 
a special place where the climate will have a 
beneficial effect. The patient goes there to be 
relieved, has a strong expectancy of recovery, 
and does recover. Human beings are helped by 
almost anything if they have confidence in it~- 
the patient who is confident that a change in 
climate will produce a cure has built up a mental 
attitude which will aid in the cure. 


Furthermore, a change in scenery or work 
often has the stimulating effect of a vacation. 
This is especially likely to be true if the work 
or surroundings left behind have had an irritat- 
ing side. The patient receives the double benefit 
of getting a vacation and of escaping from some- 
thing unpleasant and irritating. The chief 
benefit is probably mental, but the mental im- 
provement in turn produces a physical benefit. 


From the physical side, we must remember 
that most illness is started in the first place, and 
kept going in the second place, because of faulty 
habits of living. The patient is sick because he 
has lived in a certain way. By making a drastic 
change in his mode of living, he frequently 
makes a change in his ordinary habits, and this 
may lead to his taking up a favorite habit‘ in 
place of the old one which was unfavorable. 


Any person who has been sick because of an 
error in living will begin to get better if he re- 
moves himself to a different climate where that 
particular error is discontinued. 


However, it happens all too often that as soon 
as the patient returns to his early surroundings, 
his former troubles likewise return, due to the 
fact that he resumes the same bad habits pre- 
viously adopted. 

The patient is usually advised to seek a 
warmer climate and in many instances such a 
change will indeed prove beneficial. Such cures 
may be explained on the basis of definite physi- 
cal benefits obtained. For example, a warmer 
climate brings about a better skin elimination, 
which will be helpful to health. In warm 
climates there seems to be a tendency for the 
ordinary person to crave more of the cooling 
fruits and salads thus causing the diet to be 
changed in the right direction. Also, the supply 
of fruits and vegetables is more likely to be 
abundant in these warmer climates than is the 
case in the colder districts. 

Furthermore, a warm, sunny climate offers 
better opportunities for outdoor exercise. The 
patient who has lowered his health because of 
neglecting to take sufficient exercise may there- 
fore be tempted to indulge in some form of 
health-moving activity, when such would not be 
the case if he were living where the climate 
seemed cold and disagreeable. 

Certain disorders appear to be favorably less- 
ened by the climatic factor. For example, sinus 
trouble is less likely to prove troublesome when 
the patient secures plenty of sunlight. A warm 
climate reduces the discomfort due to rheuma- 
tism. Disorders of the breathing passages may 
yield when the patient changes to an appropriate 
climate. 

When we see a patient who is benefited by 
changing to another climate, we must take all 
of the above factors into account. However, if 
you belong to that great army of persons unable 
to leave their usual work to seek a more pleasant 
climate, remember this: I believe any disorder 
may be successfully cured in any climate. If you 
are sick and are unable to take a trip away from 
home, study your habits and find those which 
have been interfering with health. Change the 
unfavorable ones to those more favorable and 
you will find that health is within your grasp 
while you still continue to enjoy all of the com- 
forts of home. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION—"Troubled” writes: “I would 
like to know if these symptoms mean that I 
have heart trouble: Often get pains in the heart 
if I exert myself, sleep poorly, feel dizzy, pulse 
seems to me to be slow, breathing sometimes 
difficult, very exhausted after awakening in the 
morning and have a dull pain in the heart region. 
Most of my symptoms come on after a strenuous 
day but also have them when taking it easy.” 

ANSWER: The symptoms you mention might 
be due to some form of heart trouble or might be 
due to some cause entirely different. The only 
way to find out what is wrong is to have a com- 
plete examination. It may reassure you to know 
that the majority of pains arising in the chest 
which the patient mistakes for heart trouble are 
usually due to a disturbance in the gastro-in- 
testinal tract, and not to a heart disturbance. A 
gas pocket in the stomach or in a special portion 
of the colon would be sufficient to produce most 
of the symptoms you describe. The best advice 
I may give you is to be examined and find out 
what is wrong. 

QUESTION—X.Y.Z. asks: “Is alcohol good 
for men to use on their faces? What kind of 
alcohol do you advise?” 

ANSWER: I very often suggest that the 
patient rub the skin with alcohol, as this will 
frequently assist in stimulating the circulation 
and in toning up the skin. I believe that you 
will find many commercial preparations using 
alcohol as an ingredient which are all right fo 
you to use. I also advise rubbing alccheol to be 
used in those cases where the patient has been 
in bed for a considerable time, as I find that if 
certain portions of the body are rubbed with 
alcohol, that this will help to prevent the form-
